Suffering a coronary thrombosis, 
Dr, Frederick Allan Aylesworth, 69, 
prominent eye surgeon, died Satur- 
day at his home, 447 Walmer Rd. 
He was in his office as usual

Dr. Aylesworth was instrumental 
in organizing sightsaving classes 
in the Toronto schools. Born at 
Bath, he graduated in medicine 
from Queen's University. He took 
postgraduate work in Boston and 
in England. For the past 30 years 
he had practiced in Toronto. 

Dr. Aylesworth was a veteran of 
the First World War and served 
overseas with a Harvard University 
unit.

‘Allen Bristol Aylesworth, Q.C., 
K.C.M.G., died yesterday at his 
home, 21 Walmer Rd. He was 97. 
He was Minister of Justice in the 
cabinet of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and 
internationally known for his legal 
attainments. 

Sir Allen had been retired from 
political life for some years. Im- 
pressive in appearance, he was| 
gifted with a ceremonial court man-| 
ner and was a noted orator. 


He was member of the Alaska 
Boundary Tribunal, which sat at 
he Hague and in 1910 appeared as 
counsel before The Hague Tri- 
bunal. Although an unsucessful 
andidate for the House of Com- 
mons in Durham in 1905, Sir Allen 
was appointed postmaster general 
y Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 


A month after the Durham de- 
feat, Sir Allen was elected in North 
ork. A year later he was appoint- 
ed chairman of the special com- 
mittee of the House to revise the 
Dominion election laws, and be- 
ame minister of justice, isa, 


ing Sir Charles Fitzpatrick. 


Because of deafness he was not 
A candidate in the election of 1911. 
During his term in the House, Sir 
Allen was active in the inquiry 
nto the state of the life insurance 
ompanies in Canada. He was 
argely responsible for the passing 
of the Lord’s Day Act. 

It was an occasion for surprise 
n 1923, when Sir Allen, who had 
een out of politics for some time, 
"as summoned to the Senate. He 
ucceeded to the vacancy caused by 
the death of Hon. William, Proud- 
oot of Goderich. 


In the First World War Sir Allen 
trongly supported Sir Wilfrid 
furier’s opposition to conscrip- 
ion. But in 1926 he declared his 
ntention of voting Conservative in 
he provincial field because he be- 
ieved in government control of 
iquor sale as against prohibition. 
Sir Allen made frequent appear- 
ances before the judicial commit- 
ee of the privy council and in 1903 
vas appointed a member of the 
Alaska boundary tribunal. Canada 
vas indignant at the award to the 
nited States by the tribunal and 
ir Allen spared no effort to pre- 
vent. the acceptance of U.S. claims. 
‘or his masterly defense of Cana- 
lian territorial waters against the 
ncursion of U.S. fishermen before 
he Hague tribunal in 1910, he was 
nighted. 


Born in Addington County, 
was a descendant of United Em- 
pire Loyalists. In his youth he 
worked on a farm. He received his 
pducation at Newburg Academy 
and the University of Toronto, 
where in 1874 he was awarded the 
Prince of Wales Prize.

Hannah and the other children were baptized by the Rev. John Lang- 
horn who came to Bath in 1787 and was the first Church of England clergy- 
man to reside in the county. For many years he was the only represent- 
ative of the church in the territory between Kingsron and the Carrying 
Place. In 1793 St John's Church was built in Bath. 

They were glad when McCarthy, a lay preacher of Whitfield's School 
(Methodist) came from the U.S... Robert Perry opened his home for ser- 
vices on the Sabbath. Hannah was converted at the age of 11, and jotn- 
ed the first class formed by Dunham. She was a member for 74 years. 
Her brother Robert Perry, Jr. was a travelling preacher of power in 
the Methodist @hureh, 2 other brothers, David and Daniel were local 
preachers, while Peter the youngest was associated with Marshall Bid- 
well as the representatives of Lennox and Addington 1824-1836.

it from the wilderness it was four years ago to the garden it is today. 


When Andrew Benjamin Ayls- 


| worth bought the house and prop- 


erty at 21 Blgin street shortly af- 
ter the war, the house was in- 
habited by five families and the 
700 square yards of land stood 
four feet high with burdock and 
scrub plum bushes. 


Today, the necessary havoc 
wrought by five families living in 
seven rooms has been repaired 
and Mother Nature has been made 
to change her promiscuous ways 
on the land, 


The task has not been easy for 
Mr. Aylsworth and his wife. He 
has had literally a “tough row 
to hoe” and both of them have had 
to take all kinds of menial jobs 
to pay off the $1,100 mortgage 
which they inherited along with 
the decrepit dwelling and ‘the 
burrs. 


Despite his years—he'is now 74 
—and the arthritis which has ac- 
companied them, Mr, Aylsworth 
pitched into the land. He dug it 
all by hand—without the aid of 
animal or man — tore ouf the 
troublesome weeds and planted 
rows of vegetables, berries and 
flowers. 


The efforts were rewarded. Two 
and a half years after they had 
undertaken their Herculean task, 
the Aylsworths held a small cele- 
bration, They called in their min- 
ister, their neighbors, and friends 
and, to the amazement of all the 
local skeptics, solemnly burnt the 
paid-off montgage.

Today neat rows of lush green 
plants greet the eye at Elgin 
House—as the Avyilsworths call 
their new home, A small garden 
and lawn beside the house has 
been fenced off and here a wood- 
en shelter has been erected for 
the display of cut flowerse Cana- 
dian ensigns and Union Jacks fly 
from every corner, and wooden 
figures of comic-strip characters 
and Disney-like animals compete 
with the flowers to capture the 
visitor's attenfion. A belligerent 
“Popéye”-stands in the cool grass, 
a flower growing out of his pipe. 

Variety is the keynote of the 
Atylsworth garden, There are, for 
instance, six kinds of berries 
growing there, four kinds of corn, 
five varieties of string-beans as 
well as many strange or little 
known flowers and vegetables.

‘Among the last named are 
“Cosy” potatoes, a type grown 
from potato balls, which yield a 
Particularly smooth-skinned and 
small-eyed product, There is al- 
so the “Barly New Yorker’ which 
has a red skin, and-is imported to 
Canada from the US. 

“They told me that kind 
wouldn’t grow up here,” Mr. Ayls- 
worth chuckled with pride. 

Although he grows in abund- 
ance the “ordinary garden va- 
riety” of fruit and vegetable — 
berries, currants, plums, pears, 
melons, tomatoes, beets, carrots, 
chard, rhubarb—Mr. Aylsworth 
also conducts something of an ex- 
périmental farm.

One of his chief exhibits is a 
berry made up of four different 
species—loganberry, blackberry, 
and blue and red raspberry. 
Another is a hybrid sunflower- 
dablia which blooms in many 
colors—includingg red—while re- 


taining the sunflower shape. 

Very soon now his 600 gladioli 
will be in bloom and these will 
add beauty to a garden which al- 
ready includes tulips, China ast- 
ors, Riga and tiger lilies, orange 
lilies and blossoms, and various 
kinds of roses as well as other 
varieties too numerous to men- 
tién. 

(Mr. Aylaworth’s success isn’t all 
due to hard -work—iexperience 
counts too, [or instance, a goose- 
berry bush he found growing in 
the city dump yielded two quarts 
of ber year and a 
rose he found growing on the 
road side put forth 500 blossoms 
early this summer. “TI also have a 
secret process for making vitamin 
B for plants,” he says confiden- 
tially. 


At one time an acliye mission- 
ary of the Holiness Federation, 
Mr. Aylsworth now occupies him- 
self with his gardening and his 
other hobbies. In the old days he 
travélled by bicycle doing’ mission 
work at individual farms in the 
Take Huron district. 


Today, as always, the church 
wants younger men and Mr, Ayls- 
worth has been retired to the in- 
active list. [But he has enough to 
do with his work around home, 
Twice each year he has to dig his 
entire garden and what time he 
has left he spends in making souv- 
enirs and other ornaments from 
wood. He is also an avid photo- 
grapher and shows with pride the 
progressive story in pictures of 
the rejuvenation of his house on 


Elgin street.

“Tt pays the taxes and gives us 
two tons of coal each year,” he 
says, referring to the garden, “and 
I think that’s pretty good. 

Two grandsons live with the 
Aylsworths on Elgin street. Both 
lads, now in their teens, have jobs 
and with what they contribute 
and with what Mr. Aylsworth’s 
garden and’ pension bring in, they 
are getting along nicely, 

But--Mr-—Ayisworth's» heart is 
with the missions. To know that 
you have only to hear him speak, 
to see the glitter in his clear eye, 
and note the patriarchal cut of 
his flowing beard. Gardening is 
good but it is not the most im- 
portant thing in Mr. Aylsworth’s 
life.
